FROM LONDON 


Not long ago I was sitting at the 

lunch bar in the Cock Tavern, Fleet 
Street, when a small American girl on 
the high stool next to mine engaged me 
in conversation. After touching lightly 
on various aspects of the British Isles 
(it washer first visit) she asked me 
suddenly: “Why don’t you grow a 
beard?” I could think of no convincing 
reason, but told her categorically, and 
with a trace of pique, that I had no in- 
tention of doing so. 

The same question was addressed by 
another small American girl to Abraham 
Lincoln, at the time of his first election 
to the Presidency. She wrote to him 
suggesting that he ought to grow a 
beard, and he wrote back, in his own 
hand, pleading that it would be regarded 
as “a piece of silly affectation” if he 
were to sprout whiskers at his age. 

But ‘her words may have influenced 
him more than he knew, because very 
soon afterwards he grew the famous 
beard which is part of everybody's 
mental picture of the great President.

Why do people grow them? The most

19th century was a by-product of roman- 
ticism.

But there are signs that yet another 
Bearded Age may be impending, of 
which the late Ernest Hemingway may 
be seen, by future generations, as the 
pioneer and precursor. The hirsute hero 
is still with us, and there is a deep 
psychological need for Romance. 

The phenomenon of Castro has been 
discussed from many different points of 
view, but the significance of his beard 
has escaped most commentators. It may 
be that Castro’s face would be totally 
unmemorable without the beard; that he 
grew it for the most obvious reason—

OTTAWA — The New Democrats’ in- 
genious plan for getting Tommy Douglas 
into the Commons at the session's start has 
failed because of a basic flaw. And the per:

toral officer, Nelson Castonguay,. 

Despite this, the New Dems haven't given 
~-~up their effort to provide a seat for their 
seatless leader. On Monday Castonguay will 
receive a letter which authorizes him to issue 
a writ for a byelection in Burnaby-Coquitlam, 
B.C. 

This is his second such letter. The “get 
Tommy in” plan, first reported in this column 
on July 12, entails the resignation of Erhart 
Regier as MP for Burnaby-Coquitlam under 
the never-before-used Sectién Seven of the 
House of Commons Act, This section covers 
the resignation of an MP when there is no 
Speaker of the Commons. 

* * * 


__Under Section Seven, Regier tendered his 
resignation to two other MPs of his party. 
On July 13 they issued their own warrant 

—_for—a.byelection in Burnaby-Coquitlam. In 
accord with Section Seven, it was then in- 
cumbent upon Castonguay to issue a writ, 
but not until the government passed an 
order-in-council setting a date for the by- 
election. 

But Castonguay replied that Regier’s elec- 
tion. June 18 had. been. gazetted only on 
July.5. And the law provides that unsuc- 
cessful candidates have 28 days from date 
of gazetting in which to contest ‘the election 
on grounds of unlawful election practices. 

This 28-day period expired Aug. 2. But as 
Castonguay pointed out in a letter to Regier 
on July 31, Regier's resignation would not 
be in order until he complied with the law
